REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND YOUR DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1964 forest fire season surpassed the record year of 
1963 in both length and severity. For the second succes- 
sive year, we experienced a rainfall defiency of more than 
ten inches and the compounding of such drought conditions; 
together with the many days of strong, dry winds, charac- 
terized 1964 as one of the most hazardous years in the past 
half century. Although our fire season was three weeks 
longer than that of 1963, the number of fires showed only 
a slight increase and more remarkable was the fact that the 
area burned dropped from 2280 acres in 1963 to 900 acres in 
1964. Early detection and rapid response kept many poten- 
tial fire disasters from becoming reality. We all owe a 
debt of gratitude to the men in this community who re- 
sponded and fought our fires so efficiently. Our state is 
now 86% wooded and its economv - both industrial and 
recreational - is greatly dependent on this forest resource. 
The responsibility for adequate fire protection of this great 
area - 4,350,000 acres - is everyone’s responsibility and pre- 
vention is one of our most effective tools. 

Prevention is good common sense. 

1. Take your rubbish to the town dump. If you must 
burn, obtain a permit and watch your fire until it is 
dead out. 

2. Instruct your children in fire safety. Keep matches 
from young children. Explain to them the dangers 
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of lighting matches and making outdoor fires. 


3. Be sure discarded smoking material and matches 
are out. 


A major portion of our preventable fires this year are 
chargeable to three causes: (1) permit fires allowed to es- 
cape; (2) children playing with matches; and (3) smokers 
Let’s ‘be mindful of the fact that all fires endanger property 
and lives. 


We wish to thank you for your fine cooperation during the 
past fire season and with your continued cooperation we are 
confident that we can improve our fire record in 1965.

This is a brief report of some of the activities that your 
state public health nurse has carried out during the year

Home visits were made to all age groups for health su- 
pervision, nursing care, referrals, and so forth in each and 
every town.

Dear Mr. Healy: 


I have recently tested water samples from the Croft 
Beach area of Blodgetts Landing on Lake Sunapee at the 
request of Mr. Marquis whose house is at the western edge 
of this area. Mr. Marquis’ specific complaint is a pollution 
type odor emanating from the water and particularly ris- 
ing with bubbles which come up out of the sand in the 
area. Using the membrane filter method I had coliform 
counts of 2 next to a buoy in the lakeward direction of the 
area, but there were 22 coliforms per 100 ml. from a sample 
taken towards the shore (wind was blowing hard towards 
shore). This count is about the same as the count taken in 
the Croft Beach area on July 7, but these counts are both 
higher than average for Lake Sunapee. 
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Taking all these factors into consideration Mr. Marquis 
for himself, and I for the Lake Sunapee Protective Asso- 
ciation, request that an investigation of possible pollution 
sources be made in the Croft Beach area at your earliest 
convenience. 


Coliform counts in this area have averaged somewhat 
higher than other areas of the lake. 


Your help in this matter will be greatly appreciated.

Moderator stated that he believed that this was under the 
jurisdiction of the Board of Health. 


Mr. Marquis asked if they would have to go to the Board 
of Health in Concord? 


Mr. Rich stated that this would have to go through the 
March Town Meeting or a Special Town Meeting. 

Mr. Marquis then said that he would go to Concord as he 
wanted action now, and do not wish to wait until March, 
as I am concerned regarding the health of my family. 


Art. 4. It is requested that the Town take action as expedi- 
tiously as practicable to protect property values and pre- 
serve the beauty and attractiveness of the lake front on 
Lake Sunapee. Under present conditions there is nothing 
to prevent any property owner from establishing any type 
of commercial project on his property, regardless. of its 
effect on the property values or peace of mind of his neigh- 
bors. The advent of super-highways has brought this area 
close, in time, to Boston. Without adequate controls, there 
is real danger of the character of the lake front being re- 
duced to that of a Coney Island. 


A zoning ordinance is needed, unless some other action, 
such as licensing, can be found to give adequate protection. 
Zoning need not be so restrictive as to preclude necessary 
and desirable commercial development which might bene- 
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fit the town and its summer residents. It should, however, 
serve as a check to prevent undesirable projects from 
springing up without warning and without opportunity 
for affected property owners to present their objections. 
The Town of New London already has a zoning ordinance. 
The Town of Sunapee is having a survey conducted by a 
nationally recognized firm (and with Federal assistance) 
to determine the best action to take in this matter. It is 
recommended that the Town of Newbury join with New 
London and Sunapee to make the protection of the shores 
of Lake Sunapee a Regional project. 

It is requested that an Article be placed in the agenda of 
the next Town Meeting to provide zoning, or other appro- 
priate means, for the control of land use on the shores of 
Lake Sunapee.

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NEWBURY SCHOOL DISTRICT 
SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


In this world of uncertainty there are few things of 
which we can be sure. However, we can be sure that great 
changes have been taking place in education in general and 
in New Hampshire education in particular. One of these 
changes has been the New Mathematics Program which 
was introduced in Newbury this year. Ordinarily I would 
have introduced this over a period of years, but I felt it was 
important that we did it all in one year and I am pleased 
with the results which are taking place. 


Another change which has been made in Newbury is 
the transporting of the seventh and eighth grade pupils to 
New London. More and more schools of the size of New- 
bury are going to be doing the same thing that we have done. 
They will be better able to keep up with the accelerated 
programs of the high school. 


The big change in New Hampshire Education has been 
the development of the Area and Cooperative School Dis- 
trict concepts. There was an unsuccessful study of the Co- 
operative School District a few years ago. This is contrary, 
however, to the trend which is taking place in New Hamp- 
shire. During the past two or three years there have been 
numerous Cooperative School Districts established. Some 
of them are: Walpole, Alstead, Charlestown, etc.; Bristol 
area, Canaan-Enfield area, Wolfeboro area and others are 
in the process of making studies. I suspect that this trend 
will continue with some strong support from the Legislature 
and the State Board of Education. 


Another concept has been the Area School concept 
which was developed by the Interim Commission Report on 
Education of 1963. Some school districts are already study- 
ing this concept and within the next year or so we will have 
some of these Area Schools. 


The main difference between an Area School and a Co- 
operative School is organization and management. An Area 
School will normally be a high school with grades 9 thru 12 
or 7 thru 12 with the school controlled by the school board 
of the town in which the school is located. On the other 
hand, with one exception, a Cooperative School District in- 
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cludes grades 1 thru 12 and the various schools are operated 
by a school board composed of members who are elected 
from all the pre-existing school districts. The number of 
members from each town depends on the size of the town 
and the size to the cooperative district. 


These are indeed changing times in New Hampshire 
education and they will continue to be for some time. Cer- 
tainly the criteria for accepting any educational change in 
a New Hampshire community should be: “Is this going to 
provide our children with a better education?” These de- 
cisions are up to the people, but some one once said, “Give 
the people the facts and they will make the right decision”. 
In the next few years you will have to make decisions on the 
Educational Policy and I am sure you will make the right 
ones.
